FOREWORD 


Pinnacle  Baptist  Church  began  in  1869  as  Shiloh  Church  -  the  only  church  in 
the  town  of  Culler  at  that  time.  Fifteen  members  gathered  with  seven  days  of 
preaching  services  to  organize  the  church  in  1883.  A  "good,  neat  house"  was 
built  and  dedicated  in  1884  -  the  "good,  neat  house"  we  worship  in  today. 

Compiling  the  history  has  been  a  very  rewarding  experience  for  those  on  the 
committee.  The  information  and  pictures  were  obtained  from  records, 
letters,  etc.,  kept  by  various  members,  records  placed  in  the  archives  at 
Wake  Forest  University,  and  from  church  conference  minutes. 

It  is  the  belief  of  this  committee  that  the  handiwork  of  God  has  shown 
through  the  years  because  of  the  foresight  of  our  forefathers  who  founded 
this  church.

Pinnacle  Baptist  Church  was  built  in  1869  on  a  hill  over- 
looking a  pretty  view  of  the  town  of  Culler,  which  was  named 
after  a  large  family  of  Cullers  living  there,  called.  Pinnacle 
since  1900.   The  church  was  a  weatherboarded,  one  room  building 
with  three  rows  of  benches  and  two  isles,  and  was  named  Shiloh 
Church.   The  land  for  the  church  and  cemetary  was  given  by  Mr. 
Manuel  Culler.   Mr.  Culler  buried  a  slave,  who  helped  in  the 
tobacco  factory  in  Culler,  on  his  land  and  later  gave  enough 
land  for  burial  of  whites  and  blacks.   He  sawed  lumber  at  his 
saw  mill  to  build  the  church,  which  people  living  in  town  completed, 
Shiloh  Church  and  its  cemetary  were  the  only  ones  in  town  at  that 
time.   Records  were  kept  by  various  ones  who  organized  and  built 
the  church,  but  no  church  record  was  kept  until  1884. 

The  early  church  held  services  during  Spring,  Summer,  and 
Pall  months.   On  Sundays,  weather  permitting,  people  came  by 
horseback,  walked,  or  in  wagons  and  later  by  one  horse  surrey. 
There  were  no  church  members  -  all  worshipped  together.   They 
read  the  3ible  and  shared  each  others'  points  of  view,  prayed, and 
sang  old  songs  without  notes  or  any  kind  of  music  to  sing  by.  ■ 
"The  services  were  not  called  preaching  services  or  Sunday  School, 
it  was  combination  of  services.   Men  of  the  church  took  part  in 
speaking  until  the  first  "worship  service"  was  held  on  Saturday, 
August  4,  1883  at  4:00  PM.   This  service  was  followed  by  a  church 
conference  for  transaction  of  business. 

On  July  20,  1883,  a  presbytery  of  three  met  at  Ebenezer 
Methodist  Church  to  constitute  a  Baptist  Church.   Seven  days  of 
preaching  was  held  and  fifteen  members  were  gathered  to  organize 
the  church.   Articles  of  faith  and  church  covenant  as  in  Hiscuts 
Church  Directory  were  adopted. 


ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

1  .   We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible  was  written  by  Han  devinely 
inspired,  and  is  a  perfect  treasure  of  heavenly  instruction, 
that  it  has  G-od  for  its  author,  salvation  for  its  end,  and 
truth  without  mixture  of  error  for  its  matter. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  there  is  one  and 
only  one  living  and  true  G-od.   An  infinite,  intelligent 
Spirit  whose  name  is  Jehovah  the  maker  and  supreme  ruler  of 
heaven  and  earth. 

3.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  man  was  created  in 
holiness  under  the  law  of  his  maker  but  by  voluntary  trans- 
gression fell  from  that  holy  and  happy  state. 

4.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  salvation  of 
sinners  is  wholly  of  grace  through  the  mediatorial  office  of 
the  Son  of  G-od. 

5.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  great  gospel 
blessing  which  Christ  secures  to  such  as  believe  in  him  is 
justified  that  justification  includes  the  pardon  of  sins  and 
the  promise  of  eternal  life. 

6.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  blessings  of 
salvation  are  made  free  to  all  by  the  gospel. 

7.  We  believe,  that  the  scriptures  teach  that,  in  order  to  be 
saved,  sinners  must  be  regenerated  or  borned  again. 

8.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  repentance  and 
faith  are  sacred  duties  and  also  inseperable  grace  worketh 
in  our  souls  by  the  regenerating  spirit  of  God. 

9.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  election  is 
the  eternal  purpose  of  God  according  to  which  it  graciously 
regenerates,  sanctifies,  and  saves  sinners. 

10.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  sanctif ication  is 
the  process  by  which  according  to  the  will  of  God  we  are  made 
partakers  of  his  holiness. 

11.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  such  only  are  real 
believers  as  endure  to  the  end. 

12.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  law  of  God  is 
the  eternal  and  unchangeable  rule  of  his  moral  government. 

1-3.  'We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  visable  church 
of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  Baptized  believers. 

14.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  Christian 
Baptism  is  the  emersion  of  the  believer  in  water  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost. 

15.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  first  day  of 
the  week  is  the  Lord's  day  or  the  Christian  Sabbath. 

16.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  civil  government  is 
of  devine  appointment  for  the  interest  and  good  of  human 
society. 

17.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  there  is  a  radical 
and  essential  difference  between  the  righteous  and  unrighteous. 

18.  We  believe  that  the  scriptures  teach  that  the  end  of  the  world 
is  approaching  that  at  the  last  day  Christ  will  descend  from  l 
Heaven  and  raise  the  dead  for  final  judgement. 


Shiloh  presented   its   letter   and   was   admitted   to  Yadkin 
Association    August   17,    1883.      The    Association   at   that   time   had 
105    scholars    and   teachers    for   Worship   Service   and    Sahhath   School, 
annual  collection   $24.81,    with   a   pledge    of  $2.00   from   Shfloh. 
The   minutes    of   the   association   for    this   year    show  drinking  and 
alcholic  "beverages   as   the  biggest   sin   of   the   church. 

It  was   then   decided  by   this   group   to   ""build  a   good   house, 
so   that  when    our  brethren   and   sisters   coming  from  different 
parts   of   the    state,    to  visit   the   grand   old  Pilot   Mountain   can 
have   a  good  neat   house    to  worship   God    in".      The   new  building 
was  built   in   the   winter   of   1883   and   spring   of   1884,    at   the   same 
location,    near   the    line    of  the   Cape    Pear   and   Yadkin   Valley 
Railroad,    which   was  being  built   and   was   completed   in   1888.      It 
was  anticipated   that   the  railroad  would   greatly   influence   this 
community  when    completed.

The  church  was  completed  and  the  dedication  service  was  held  by 

Rev.  R.  D.  Kaymore  the  first  Sabbath  in  August,  1884. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Beamer  was  the  first  pastor  at  Shiloh.   He  was 

pastor  until  1890.   In  1885  the  first  baptismal  service  was  held 

and  an  organ  was  purchased  for  music  in  the  church.   This  same 

year  a  new  association  was  formed  by  dividing  the  Beulah  and  Yadkin, 

The  new  association  was  named  Pilot  Mountain  Association,  and 

Shiloh  was  one  of  its  charter  members. 


Statistical  records  from  associational  meetings  are  the  only- 
records  available  from  1885  until  1895.   These  records  show 
membership  in  1885  as  26,  which  increased  to  83  in  1892.   Sunday- 
School  was  held  eight  months  per  year,  with  average  attendance 
of  58.   Pledges  were  made  to  State  and  Ministerial  Education. 

The  next  records  were  minutes  of  church  conferences 
which  were  written  by  the  clerk.   Conferences  were  held  following 
a  sermon  on  Saturday  before  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month.   The 
roll  was  called  before  each  meeting  began,  and  the  number  of  males 
and  females  present  was  counted  and  recorded.   Men  sat  on  one  side 
of  the  sanctuary  and  women  on  the  other.   The  church  doors  were 
opened  during  each  meeting  for  "reception  of  members".   The  State, 
Home,  and  Foreign  mission  collections  were  accepted  during  the 
business  meeting  also. 

During  the  next  few  years,  records  were  found  which  indicated 
that  members  were  excluded  from  the  church  for  various  reasons 
including  disbelief  of  the  Bible,  not  living  to  the  rules  of 
the  church,  cursing,  drinking  whiskey,  walking  disorderly  in  many 
ways,  member  having  no  desire  to  remain  in  the  church,  not  caring 
anything  about  religion,  absence  of  morality,  and  because  member 
connected  himself  with  the  Methodist  denomination.   Before  the 
fellowship  was  withdrawn  and  name  removed  from  church  roll,  an 
appointed  committee  talked  to  these  people  and  then  made  a 
recommendation  to  the  church.   In  some  cases  the  member  was  asked 
to  be  present  at  the  next  business  meeting  to  answer  to  the  charges 
against  him.   A  member  could  ask  for  forgiveness  and  the  charges 
would  be  dropped  if  church  so  agreed.   Delinquent  members,  or 
members  who  missed  services,  were  also  contacted  by  a  committee 
appointed  in  1897,  and  asked  if  they  wanted  their  names  taken  off 
of  the  church  roll. 

The  first  Protracted  Meeting  (revival  as  it  is  called  today) 
was  held  in  August,  1895  with  Rev.  J.  H.  Lambert  from  Mt.  Airy  as 


guest  speaker.   Bight  people  joined  during  this  meeting.   An 
Associational  Union  Meeting  was  held  and  representatives  from 
Shiloh  were  present  at  this  meeting.   Delegates  were  then  sent 
from  Shiloh  to  the  first  Sunday  School  Association  in  1896. 

In  1898  the  finance  Committee  was  formed  to  ensure  subscription 
of  members  for  pastor  and  to  regulate  offering  for  missions.   The 
Building  Committee  was  appointed  to  repaint  church,  fix  new  steps, 
work  on  yard,  and  to  buy  blinds  for  windows,  which  were  necessary 
to  protect  the  organ  and  carpet.   At  the  completion  of  this  work, 
funds  v/ere  not  available  to  pay  the  full  amount  due,  so  the  Building 
Committee  got  together  to  have  a  settlement.   The  balance  due  was 
collected  by  assessing  members  as  the  committee  saw  proper.   The 
minutes  from  1 898  also  show  that  seven  members  were  baptised  at  a 
local  pond,  the  clerk  and  treasurer  were  asked  to  make  full  reports 
for  the  year,  and  the  Pastor  was  granted  a  vacation  from  December  10 
through  January  31 . 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  in  the  March  1 899  business 
meeting  that  "this  church  set  off  an  arm  for  a  church  at  Olive 
Grove  to  transact  business  and  receive  members".   Rev.  Judson  L. 
Vipperman,  who  was  licensed  in  June,  1895  was  the  first  minister 
ordained  by  Shiloh.   The  Missionary  Society  raised  350.00  for 
this  purpose.   At  the  close  of  the  19th  Century  Shiloh  held 
preaching  services  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month  at  11:00  AM 
jwith  Mtrotracted  Meetings  held  in  July.   There  were  172  members 
with  a  church  budget  of  3145.66,  including  the  Pastor's  salary  of 
$100.00. (annually). 

Committees  were  formed,  rules  were  established,  and  motions 
were  made  in  the  1900's.   Statistics  in  December,  1900  showed 
149  members,  value  of  church  property  313.00,  seating  capacity 
500.   Two  deacons  v/ere  elected  to  serve  in  1902,  which  was  the 
first  mention  of  deacons  in  the  records.   Funds  v/ere  to  be  raised 
this  year  by  an  appointed  committee  for  the  Baptist  Pemale 
University. 


The  Spiritual  Committee  was  still  hard  at  work.   They  were 

"thankful  and  glad  for  report  of  any  disorderly  conduct  or 

profane  language  hy  memhers".   In  1903  the  committee  recommended 

the  following: 

1  .   Church  hold  election  for  Pastor  at  June  Meeting 

and  each  year  thereafter.   (Church  decided  to  hold 
election  in  December) 

2.  Committee  to  be  appointed  to  draw  up  rules  of  order 
for  church  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
(Committee  was  appointed  in  1907  to  draw  church 
constitution  and  have  same  recorded) 

3.  That  church  covenant  be  read  at  least  twice  a  year 
in  church  conference. 

4.  Communion  service  be  held  at  Hay  meeting. 

After  the  .resignation  cf  Rev.  C.  C.  Haymore  in  1904  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  "learn  who  they  may  get  for  their  next 
pastor".   By  the  year  1910,  many  changes  had  been  made  since  the 
early  church  organization.   Protracted  Meetings  were  held  in 
October,  with  $30.00  being  paid  to  the  visiting  pastor,  ana  a 
regular  Pastor's  salary  of  $150.00  per  year,  which  was  collected 
from  individuals.   Members  who  missed  three  business  meetings 
were  expected  to  give  their  reason  for  missing.   The  church  had 
Communion  Services  four  times  each  year,  with  84  members  on  r  oil. 

A  sexton  was  appointed  in  1912.   Ee  was  paid  a  salary  of 
31  .50  per  month  by  private  collection  for  his  janitorial,  bell 
ringing  service,  etc.   Eight  or  ten  "song  books"  were  purchased 
-.in  1-913  and  money  was  raised  again  1928  to  purchase  more  hymnals. 

The  records  show  that  services  were  occasionally  cancelled. 
Eor  instance,  a  service  was  cancelled  when  the  pastor  was  sick, 
when  the  Sunday  School  Convention  was  held  in  Pinnacle  at 
Ebnezer  Church,  because  of  extremely  bad  weather,  and  once  because 
the  Pastor  missed  a  train  connection. 

So  far  there  have  been  records  of  baptismal  services  in 
privately  owned  ponds  and  in  creeks.   In  1926  The  Billy  Sunday 
Club,  a  group  of  three  or  four  ministers,  came  to  Shiloh  and 


held  the  services.    There  were  32  converts,  which  were  baptized 
at  Dalton  in  the  Yadkin  River,  the  same  place  we  hold  Baptismal 
services  today. 

There  are  no  church  conference  minutes  from  1927  until  1955. 
A  Baptist  Association  Women's  Missionary  Union  Field  Worker  came 
to  Pinnacle  in  1929  and  1930  and  helped  organize  a  Women's 
Missionary  Union  using  the  Royal  Service  for  the  meetings.   Girl's 
Auxiliary   and  Sunbeams  were  started  for  the  children  in  1932  to 
help  them  to  be  better  leaders  when  they  grew  up.   The  following 
article  was  published  in  the  Danbury  Reporter  on  11-25-37:

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In  1932  the  church  name  was  changed  from  Shiloh  Baptist 
to  Pinnacle  Baptist  Church.   Bible  School  was  started  in  194-7 
after  church  members  attended  a  workshop  meeting  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Winston  Salem  in  July.   Many,  many  hours  were 
spent  on  the  preparation  of  this  Bible  School,  the  first  one 
held  at  Pinnacle. 


Worship  services  were  held  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each  month 
until  1956.   Pull  time  preaching  services  began  with  the  service 
held  October  18,  1956.   The  tin  roof  on  the  church  was  replaced 
and  the  tin  was  sold.   The  cemetary  beside  of  the  church  was 
started  in  1955  and  grave  sites  were  sold  at  $15.00  each.   This 
price  stayed  until  October,  1962,  and  was  then  increased  to  $25.00.

A"  record  player  was  given  by  Rev.  Purrus  to  use  for  chimes. 
The  WMU  purchased  a  transmitter  for  the  record  player  so  the 
chimes  could  be  heard  throughout  Pinnacle.   At  the  same  time 
the  WMU  repaired  the  mimeograph  machine'  and  bought  wax  for 
floors  with  proceeds  from  a  church  supper  they  sponsored. 

Trees  were  cut  behind  the  church  in  1958  and  the  logs 
were  sent  to  market.   The  funds  from  this  sale  were  applied 
to  the  cost  of  building  outside  restrooms  at  the  church. 
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Baptist  Training  Union  and  Youth  Fellowship  were  started  in  1958. 

1959  is  the  year  the  permanent  date  for  the  annual  Homecoming 
Service  was  set.  The  memhers  decided  to  have  this  special  service 
the  fourth  Sunday  in  -lay  of  each  year. 

Minutes  for  1 960  show  that  three  tenches  were  donated  to 
Pinnacle  Volunteer  Fire  Department.   Plans  for  the  new  parsonage 
began  in  1960.   Offering  collected  on  the  fifth  Sunday  was  placed 
in  1he  building  fund  for  this  purpose. 

Up  until  1961  the  deacon  board's  members  rotated  as  they  do 
today.   From  1961  until  1964  there  was  a  standing  deacon  board 
of  seven  members.   It  was  decided  to  purchase  and  use  bulletins 
with  a  picture  of  the  church.   A  duplicator  was  also  purchased 
so  printing  could  be  completed  at  the  church. 

All  services  were  held  in  the  present  "sanctuary".   Sunday 
School  was  held  in  rooms  which  were  built  upstairs  and  downstairs 
on  each  side  of  the  front  entrance  of  the  church.   Curtains  were 
later  hung  as  dividers  for  rooms  in  the  Amen  Corner.   Prayer 
meeting  which  was  being  held  on  Thursday  night  was  changed  to 
V/ednesday  night. 

The  Sunday  School  department  adopted  the  six  point  record 
system  in  1961.   Under  this  system  a  record  was  kept  each  Sunday 
of  the  number  of  people  present,  bibles  brought,  lesson  studied, 
daily  bible  reading,  staying  for  worship  service,  and  offering 
brought.   A  report  was  furnished  to  the  iissociational  office  of 
the.;&bove  information. 

Plans  for  the  educational  building  began  in  1961.   Rev.  Jack 
Bracken  drew  the  floor  plans  or  building  plans.   The  building 
fund  for  this  building  was  started  by  a  donation  from  members  of 
four  steers  and  a  cow.   They  were  fed  and  sold  when  market  price 
was  hi  gh . 

A  boy's  soft  ball  team  was  organized  for  the  church  and  headed 
by  Rev.  Bracken.  The  team  played  teams  from  other  churches  in  this 
area.

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In  1961  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  purchased  the  characters 
of  a  nativity  scene  to  use  at  the  church.   Each  year  a  "stable" 
was  built  and  each  of  the  characters  were  placed  in  its  proper 
place  on  the  front  lawn  of  the  church.   Lights  were  used  to 
show  the  scene  at  night  as  the  stars  twinkled  above.

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The  church  did  not  have  a  water  supply  until  1962.  In 
August  of  1962  a  well  was  dug  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Clayton.  It  was 
300   feet   deep   and    cost   $1,200.00. 

Brotherhood   was   organized   in    1963   for   the   men    of   the   church 
with  meetings   held   once   each  month.      Also,  in   1963,    a  unified 
budget  was   adopted   and   church  visitation   program  was   started. 

Construction    of   the   educational  building  was   started   in 
1963   and    completed   in    1964,    under   the    supervision    of  Rev.   Yates 
Brooks.      Volunteers   from  the    church   and   community  performed 
most   of  the    labor.

A   loan   from  the  Bank   of  Pilot   Mountain   was    obtained   to   cover 
construction    costs.      Mr.   and   Mrs.    Johnny   Coon   loaned   the   church 
312,000.00  interest   free   to  pay  the  bank   loan   in   full. 
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An  organ  was  purchased  by  the  WMU  for  the  church  in  1964 
and  was  used  in  addition  to  "the  piano.   The  organ  and  piano  were 
later  replaced  by  the  piano  which  we  have  today.

The  standing  deacon  board  was  changed  back  to  a  rotating  board  as 
it  was  in  the  past.   A  bus  was  purchased  and  used  by  the  church 
to  bring  those  without  transportation  to  the  church  services. 

Active  Training  Union,  //omen's  Missionary  Union,  G-irls1 
Auxiliary,   Royal  Ambassadors,  Sunbeam,  and  Brotherhood  were 
hard  at  work  in  1965,  with  a  Sunday  School  average  of  90.   The 
parking  area  in  the  front  of  the  church  was  changed.   Until  this 
time  the  bank  sloped  to  the  road,  and  cars  parked  on  the  grass. 
The  walk  and  steps  in  the  front  were  poured,  the  wall  made,  and 
parking  area  was  blacktopped. 
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Church   in    1963 

Tn    1965    church  members   began    cleaning  the   church   ana    the 
$50.00   janitor's   salary  was   placed   in   a   special   fund   for   the 
parsonage.      A   special   conference   was   held   to  discuss   the   financial 
aspect    of  building  the   parsonage.      It   was   decided  by  all  deacons 
and   trustees    present   that   $12,000.00  be  borrowed   for   this    purpose. 
The   pastor   explained   that   each   member   of   the    church   would  be 
responsible    for   part   in  financing  the  building. 

1966  brought   many   changes   and  much   planning.      A   Perfect 
Attendance    urogram  was    started   and   Bens   were    awarded   for   the 
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first  year  of  perfect  attendance,  two  year  wreaths  for  the  second 
year,  and  bars  were  presented  thereafter.   The  stewardship  program 
was  started  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  compose  a  set  of 
church  "bylaws,  which  were  completed  in  1969  after  many  hours  of 
work,  and  accepted  by  the  church  in  1970. 

The  first  Union  Thanksgiving  service  was  held  with  the 
Methodist  Churches  in  November,  1966.   Each  year  the  service  was 
held  at  a  different  church  and  the  pastors  alternated  from  year 
to  year.   Union  Sunrise  services  were  also  held  with  the  Methodist 
Churches.   Both  the  Thanksgiving  and  Sunrise  Services  were  usually 
followed  by  good  fellowship  and  refreshments.   Union  services 
were  discontinued  in  1982. 

The  Women's  Missionary  Union  was  very  active  in  1966.   They 
made  robes  for  junior  choir  members,  and  programs  were  held  each 
third  Wednesday  night.   A  film  was  shown  on  mission  work  in  the 
Great  Lakes  Region,  and  the  family  night  group  visited  Brims  Grove 
Baptist  Church  to  hear  a  missionary  who  was  home  from  the  foreign 
mission  field. 

In  1968  the  church  outreach  program  was  very  active.   A  youth 
revival  was  conducted  by  the  Baptist  Student  Union  :f  Bfeiffer 
College.   The  Boy  Scouts  were  co-sponscred  by  Binnacle  and  later 
sponsored  by  the  church.   The  church  also  participated  in  the 
Crusade  of  the  Americas  which  was  a  combined  effort  of  the  Baptists 
of  North,  South,  and  Central  America's  to  reach  every  soul  for  the 
Lord./; Jesus  Christ  they  could  from  1968  to  1970. 

The  land  joining  the  church  property,  and  a  van  were  purchased 
in  1968.   The  van  was  used  to  bring  those  to  church  who  had  no 
other  way  and  for  church  activities  and  outings.   The  land  has 
been  used  on  occasions  for  parking  and  recreation  and  future  plans 
are  for  enlarging  the  cemetarj". 

The  parsonage  was  completed  and  the  dedication  service  held 
on  Sunday,  August  25,  1968.   A  picture  of  the  parsonage  and  the 
following  caption  appeared  in  the  Zing  Tines  News  August  22,  1968: 
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"DEDICATION' OF  PARSONAGE  IS  SUNDAY  -  This  beautiful,  modern 
three  bedroom  home  is  the  new  parsonage  for  the  Pinnacle  Baptist 
Church.   The  Rev.  Kenneth  Hyde,  pastor,  said  that  the  parsonage 
dedication  service  would  be  held  this  Sunday,  August  25,  at  the 
parsonage.   An  Open  House  will  also  be  a  part  of  the  program. 
Members  and  friends  of  the  church  are  invited." 


Parsonage  in  1984 

Much  time  was  spent  preparing  for  Sunday  School  Conventions 
which  were  usually  held  the  last  part  of  July.   All  churches  in 
the  area  met  together  for  Sunday  School  and  programs  began  at  11:00, 
Each  church  prepared  and  presented  a  program  at  the  convention. 
The  programs  sometimes  consisted  of  singing,  speeches,  recitations, 
plays,  etc.   Each  one  carried  a  full  basket  and  enjoyed  lunch  on 
the  grounds. 

In  1970  the  church  directory  was  compiled.   Members'  pictures 
were  made  and  put  in  the  directory  with  a  brief  history  and  list 
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of  names  and  addresses  of  members. 

It  was  decided  in  1970  to  change  Sunday  School  literature 
from  the  International,  to  life  and  Work  Curriculum.  After 
about  a  year  the  International  Material  was  used  again,  which  is 
the  literature  we  now  use. 

The  bank  debt  outstanding  for  the  parsonage  was  paid  in  full 
in  November,  1972  by  Mrs.  Hester  Coon  and  Ms.  Effie  Coon.   The 
money  was  repaid  to  these  ladies  interest  free  by  the  church  with 
the  final  payment  being  made  in  April,  1975. 

liquor  by  the  drink  was  to  be  decided  on  by  citizens  in  the 
state  in  April,  1973.   Pinnacle  3aptist  Church  voted  on  and  mailed 
a  letter  and  $25.00  contribution  to  the  committee  opposing  this 
issue.   In  August,  1973,  further  opposition  was  shown  by  sending 
another  letter  and  an  additional  325.00. 

During  the  next  few  years  changes  were  made  in  the  time  of 
services.   Since  October,  1973,  we  have  been  changing  the  time  of 
Evening  Worship  Services  along  with  Daylight  Savings  Time  changes. 
In  137S  the  fourth  Sunday  in  each  quarter  was  set  for  a  regular 
time  to  observe  the  lord's  Supper.   The  monthly  business  meeting 
was  changed  from  the  first  V,:ednesday  night  to  the  second  Sunday 
night  of  each  month. 

Eebruary  1977,  brought  a  request  from  the  G-ovenor  to  conserve 
fuel.   During  this  time  fuel  conservation  became  a  part  of  our  lives, 
even  in  church  services.   The  church  complied  with  this  request  by 
canceling  services  at  night  for  six  weeks. 

Many  changes  were  also  made  to  the  church  building  and  grounds. 
In  1968  a  new  roof  was  placed  on  the  building  and  red  carpet  was 
placed  down  the  isle  and  at  the  front  of  the  sanctuary.   Old  pews 
were  sold  and  new  ones  purchased.   The  furnace  was  installed 
replacing  gas  heaters  that  were  in  the  sanctuary  in  1974.    The 
furnace,  carpet,  and  roof  were  paid  for  by  donations  from  church 
members.   G-ifts  and  donations  also  paid  for  lowering  the  ceiling 
in  the  sanctuary.   The  old  ceiling  was  a  high,  arched  ceiling  with 
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light  fixtures  suspended  by  chains  with  large  white  globes. 
In  1980  pews  and  sanctuary  furniture  were  refinished  and  pews 
covered  in  1982.   In  1981  the  air  conditioner  and  telephone 
were  installed. 

The  Youth  Group  and  leaders  were  very  active  in  1983.   They 
attended  Bible  Study  on  Sunday  and  Wednesday  nights.   Lawn  mowing 
and  church  cleaning  were  their  responsibilities,  proceeds  from 
which  they  used  for  special  projects.   The  group  has  been  caroling 
at  Christmas  and  they  deliver  fruit  baskets  to  each  home  visited. 
In  September,  1983,  a  float  was  decorated  and  entered  in  the 
Pinnacle  Parade.   With  this  float,  the  youth  group  won  a  prize 
of  second  place.

1983   was   also   a  year   of  change   to   the    church  building.      The 
Educational  Building  was    carpeted,    stained    glass   windows   were 
put    in,    and   the    sign    was   placed    in   the    front    of    the    church.

The  Public  Address  System  was  purchased  in  1984,  as  was  the 
new  kitchen  range  in  the  basement,  and  the  water  heater. 

1984  rolled  around  and  found  Pinnacle  Baptist  Church  a 
member  of  the  Pilot  Mountain  Baptist  Association  with  the  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Just  as  was  written  in  the  directory  in  1970,  "It  is  conservative 
in  itj?  theology,  missionary  in  its  outlook,  and  accepts  the  Bible 
as  God's  word  and  as  the  sole  authority  for  its  faith  and  practice. 

Through  the  years  we  have  followed  the  history  of  Shiloh  to 
Pinnacle  Baptist  Church  by  describing  the  changes.   Today  we  have 
a  beautiful  church,  located  on  top  of  a  hill  overlooking  Pinnacle. 
The  white,  weatherboarded  building  has  a  welcoming  committee  of 
its  own.   The  big  front  porch,  double  doors,  and  sign  out  front 
greets  each  one  upon  arriving  at  the  sanctuary.   Once  inside  we 
can  enjoy  our  carpeted  floor,  padded  pews,  and  "push  button 
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climate    control"    from  the    furnace    and   air    conditioner.      The    sun's 
rays  beam  through  the  stained   glass   windows   and   fall   on    our   shoulders 
as  beautiful   as   a  rainbow  after   a   shower   of  rain.      Quite   different 
from  the   early   church  described    on   page    one    of   the   history    ...??? 
Not   really.      The   building  has   changed,    people   have   come   and    gone, 
but    Pinnacle   Baptist   Church   is    the    same.      Just   as   the    Christians 
who   attended   the   early   church,    we   worship   together   as      God's 
children.      We   read    God's  word,    share    each    other's   points    of  view, 
pray,    study,    sing,    and  rejoice.      Much  has   changed,   but    just  as 
in    1834,    Pinnacle    is    still  a   soul  winning   station    for   the    Lord.

Albert  Rufus  Phillips  and  wife  Ruth  Cook  Phillips 

Mr.  Phillips  became  a  member  of  Shiloh  Baptist  Church 
around  1906,  and  Mrs.  Phillips  joined  later.   Mr.  and  Mars. 
Phillips  were  married  on  May  7,  1916.   They  enrolled  at  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucy. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips  served  as  missionaries  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Foreign  Mission  3oard  in  Buenos  Aries,  Argentina.
